TO THE CITIZENS.OF HANCOCK 
SOUNTY, ILLINOIS. 


WHEREAS a mob from one to two 
funcred men under arms, have gaihered 
themselves together in the southwest part 
of Hancock county. and are at this tithe 
destroying the dwellings and other bui'd- 
ings, stacks of grain and other property, 
of » portion of our citizens, in the tnos: 
fnhumen mahner, compeliing defenceless 
children and women from their sick beds, 
and expesing them to the rays of th- 

rching sun, there to Iny and soffer with 
out the aid and assistance of @ friendly 
fend, to minister to their. wants in their 
fering condition. 

The rioters spnre not the widow nor 
the orphan, gnd while | am wr.ting ths 
proclrmation the smoke is rising ‘to the 
clouds, and the Mawes are devouring four |: 
buildings, which have just been set on 
fire by the rivuters.— Thousands of duilars 
worth of property has already been con- 
sumed; an entire settlement of about six 
ty or seventy f.milies laid waste, the in. 
habitants thereof are fired upon. narrow- 
ly escaping with their lives, and forced to

‘Therefore | Jacob B. Backenstos, Sher 
iff, of the county of Hancock and Swwte 
of Illinois, in the name of the people of 
said state, and by the authority vested in 
me by virtue of my office, hereby sulemn 
Ty command the said rioters and other 
peace breakers to desist forthwith, dis- 
peree and go to their homes, under the 
penalty of the laws. And | hereoy cal!) 
upon all the law abiding citizens as 4 posse 
comitatus of Hancock county, to give 
their united aid in suppressing the riot: 
ers, and maintain the supremacy of the

The chase lasted for a distnnce of 


cinet, was obliged to flee to save his |ife, 
viviog him but a half minute time to pre- 
pare to go. These genilemen have beeo 
driven from their homes by force ef arms, 
and threats of immediate death, if they 
offered any resistance, 
Messrs. Bedell & Robiason, sre well 
koown with very many citizens of the 
adjoining counties, they are favora~ 
bly known two. and are amongst our very 
best citizens in Hancock, (and if there be 
any merit in it, they rank samorgst the 
oldest settlers of this county,) Capt. Rose, 
is much re«pected by all honorable men 
with whom he is acquainted. Un the 
night of the 15th instant an armed mob 
surrounded my reswdeoce at Carthoge, in 
search of me as they said, greatiy terri 
fied my wife and childreo, demanded en- 
(fance to search my house, and iafurmed 
VMrs..B. that must lease Hancock coun- 
ty immed. ately, under the penulty of con 
sequedce, which meant death. 
On the night of the 16:h, | raised an 
armed force of mounted men to imarch to 
Cai thage, to rescue my family and others 
threatened. On entering the town we 
were fired upoa by some of the mobvbers, 
who wmetantly fled. My heart sickens 
when | think of the distressed sinuatwn 
ia which | found my family, in the hands 
ofa gang of black hearted villaine, guil- 
ty of all the crimes kouwn to our laws, 
lt ia however due to say, that there are « 
few of the Cirthagenaos and Warsa» 
people, who have heretofore acted with 
the mod fiction, who are opposed to this 
riot, yet, up to this time, they have no’ 
joined the s'andird uf law aad order; the 
families which I designed to rescue had 
sll fed, with the expection of Mrs. Dem 
ing. the widow of the lite Gen. Deming. 
«ho was of opinivn that she might escape 
their vengeance, inasmuch as the death 
of her husbane so recentiy, was though! 
had eppeased their wrath against taal 
family. 
After we had entered the town, per- 
sons were seen running about with fire 
brands. Anticipating their intention of 
firing their own buiidings, in ovder tu 
charge (se same upon the powe comilatus, 
under my command, we immediately took 
steps to prevent this, by threatening to 
put to the swoid all those engaged in 
firing the place. We then directed our 
march towards Warsaw, and on reaching 
© point midway to that place, | was in. 
formed of new depredations by the mob. 
[ sent my fimily to Nauvoo for safety, 
under a small guard, and took up a line 
vf march in the direction of the rising 
smoke. On reaching a point about three 
miles from the rising flames, | divided 
the posse comitatus in ofder to surround 
those engaged ic the burning; we were 
discovered by them. On our approach. 
the mobvers took flight, the posse pursu- 
ing with directions to arrest them if pos 
sibie, and to fire upon them if they would 
not be arrested. The house burners re-

VERY LATE FROM BRAZIL AND THE 
RIVER PLATE. $ 

The Baltimore American and Patriot, and the 
Philadelphia U. 8. Gazette, have news trom the 
U. 8. ship St. Louis, Capt. McKeever, arrived 
in Hampton Reads on Monday last, in twenty 
nine days end eighteen hours from Rio de Ja- 
neiro. This is probably the shortest passage 
on record.
